When I first entered an office in 
1901, the general custom was to 
treat a stranger with polite for- 
mality.

Mr. Hore-Belisha, on the other hand,

Unpopular Step Not 


Necessarily Wrong 


‘To tuke an unpopular step in time 
of war'is not necessarily wrong and 
may be positively right. To toke it 
in such # way as to throw. public 
feeling on to the side of Its object— 
or its victim—may, however, be 
imprudent. In my.cyes the least 
commendnble aspect of the “Hore- 
Bellshn crisis’ has been the way in 
which It hus been used to emphasise 
the “popularity” of the Inte War 
Minister, and to arouse public re- 
sentment ogainst the hypothetical 
"elass influences” that are alleged to 
have compassed his downfall, Though 
Mr. Hore-Belisha himself may have 
behuved as a model of discretion in 
this matter—even If discretion Is not 
olwnys his strongest polnt—his 
friends and supporters in the press 
and elsewhere have served him ill. 
Had they been cager to use him as 
a stick to beat the Government with 
they could hardly have been less 
discreet. The Government have 
many faults, The Prime Minister 
himself {a neither exempt from nor 
above criticism. But many people 
dislike the animosity which this in- 
cident has been made oh occasion to 
display; and they do not forget how 
they winced a few weeks ogo when 
Mr. Hore-Belisha stated publicly, 
after a visit to the front in France:

Buoyancy of temperament Ss 
doubtless a virtue in a hard-worked 
Minister. Over-confidence many be a 
grave defect in a member of a War 
Cabinet, Mr, Hore-Bellsha has work- 
ed hard and, by all accounts, suc- 
cessfully, to reform and to “demo- 
cratlse’ the army. But he was a 
member of the War Cabinet, a select 
group of Ministers who determine 
policy, and he had not escaped criti- 
clam in this capacity, Vigour in ad- 
ministration 1s not always paired 
with soundness of counsel. Whether 
the substitution of Mr. Ollver Stan- 
ley for him will tend to increase the 
authority of the War Cabinet fs, 
however, o very open question. I, 
for one, should expect other changes 
In the personnel of the: War Cablnet 
before very long and, perhaps, the 
transformation or the Hmitation of 
the War Cabinct itself. The coun- 
try wants, and means to have, the 
certainty that the best brains and 
the firmest characters shall conduct 
the war and determine policy.

Under-Estimation 
Would be Folly 


During the war of 10914-1018 a 
whole Government, not merely the 
head of this or that fighting depart— 
ment, was changed. So it must be, 
as need mnoy arise, in this war. We 
are facing an enemy whose strength 
and astuteness it would be folly to 
under-estimate., Hitler and his os- 
soclates will stick at nothing if they 
think that any act of desperate, ruth— 
lessness will help to save them from 


defeat, and from the personal anni- 
hilation which defeat must bring. A 
totalitarinn dictatorship may have 
many advantages over ‘representa- 
tive demoerntle. government In ware 
time, but it has one serious disad- 
vantage. It cannot change its leader- 
ship without disaster. This is the 
supreme virtue of democratic insti- 
tutions in war oa in pence. © They 
can change thelr leadership without 
catastrophe, Should fuller informa- 
tion than we yet possess nuggest that 
the Prime Minister himself lacked 
judgment ‘in removing. Mr. Hore- 
Belisha from the War Omice, Mr. 
Neville Chamberlain might come to 
feel that his own public usefulness 
was no Jonger unquestioned. But 
even o change of Prime Minister, or 
of the bulk of -an’ Administration, 
would not mean that Great Britain: 
had become less resolute in the pro- 
secution af the war, It-might mean 
the contrary.

Sol fancy that we shall not, as 
a nation, allow personal likes or dis- 
Ukes, loyalties or antagonisms, to 
affect our Judgment of what should 
be done to win the war. We shall 
insist that men in office who, may 
be found wanting shall give way to 
others who scem fitter for the work 
in hand, These, in their turn, will 
go if they prove unfit. At a moment 
when the—temporary—fate of North- 
ern Europe, to say nothing of South 
Eastern Europe and the Balkans, may 
be in the balonce; when, on Iand,.

Or he 
may be found to have over-estimat- 
ed the services he could render in 
present circumstances. If s0, the 
nolse that is. being mide nbout his 
removal from office wil not. have 
strengthened his claims to high ‘office 
in future. Or, as a third alternative, 
the alleged rensons for his departure 
may appear, in the light of Parlia- 
mentary debate and enquiry, to re- 
veal such inadequacy of motive on 
the part of his former colleagues and 
their advisers na to show the need 
for a thorough reconstruction of the 
Government.

Japan’s Diplomatic Dilemma

IN WAR |

AN ALLIANCE with Germany or a compromise 
with Britain, this was the dilemma for Japan's 


diplomats in 1939. 


A pact with the U.S.S.R: or a deal with the U.S.A. 
becomes the formula for 1940, dividing the 
country’s press and public opinion. 


“For Japon, which has a mission 
of preventing the Sovictization of 
the Far East, to shake hands with 
the Kremlin Js nothing but a suleldal 
action!” warns Professor Shigeo Suc- 
hiro in the “Keizail Joho". He Is of 
opinion that Japan should urgently 
teach’ an understanding with the 
United States, who, he believes, are 
bound sooner or later to become in- 
volved in the European Armaggedon. 
Under such circumstances, America 
could not go to extremes with Japan 
and would eventually recognize her 
alms,

Among the leading dallles, the 
“Yomiuri” and the “Kokumin” are 
most outspoken in their advocacy of 
either the pro-American or pro- 
Sovict tendency, followed respective. 
ly by the “Nichl-Nichi” and “Hochi," 
while the “Asoht” maintalns a pru- 
dent non-committal attitude. 

It is interesting to note that a 
similar line-up prevaiied last year 
for the “Germany or Great Britain?"

War Reaction

Appeasement 


It was in this spirit that the Prime 
Minister pursued: hia pollcy of ap- 
peasement,.and secking always to 
understand .what grievances .the s0- 
called ‘have-not’ ‘notions really suf- 
fered from, in order to remove them 
and so secure pence by concillatiori. 

Why then did.this policy. fail? 

It was because Germany was pur- 
suing o policy that was in a diamctri- 
cally: .opposite’ direction.

of conquering little Poland.-Such a 
spectacular victory was surely ovi- 
dence once more of that invincibility 
which Hitler had so frequently pro- 
claimed, 


Spellbound - 


The trouble In Germany is that the 
nation cannot. rest.on on even: keel. 
She is either in the trough of depres~ 
sion or on the crest in a state of such 
exaltation that she cannot:see politl- 
cal or international fssues . clearly. 
She is so absorbed In her own af- 
fairs, and so spelibound in admira- 
tion of herself that she cannot esti- 
mate either the reaction of other na- 
tions to her policy or know the 
strength opposed to her. This ignore 
anco of what Britain and France were 
thinking, and the whole mistaken 
belief that these: two nations were 
decadent naturally followed from 
this policy of self-sufficiency and 
isolation.

LIBERTY or security? Do we want 


both? Can we achieve both? The’ 


traditional Socialist approach to froe- 
dom emphastsed “security"—~material 
conditions, such os wages, housing, 
social services—and tended ito take 
polltical Nberty for granted, or even 
to belittle it. . . 

Liberty, it sald, was valucless 
without security, pnd so politica) and 
civil Hberty was regarded os a 
Liberul fetish, a middle-class good.- 

The advent of German: Fascism 
changed all this. What was ignored 
in Russia could not be fgnored in 
Germany. Indeed, not only was a new 
importance attached to political 
liberty, but its destruction in Ger- 
many was cmphasised all the moro 
‘as it could be represented simply as 
the device used by capitalist inter- 
ests to keep profits up and the work- 
ing classes down—« facile theory now 
being discarded onthe Left. =.” 

In recent months, emphasis has 
shifted even morp markedly to poli- 
tical liberty. But to conceive the good 
society, which ensures trua freo- 


What happens in practice? If bene- 
volent, the dictatorship grants some 
security, but it cannot grant politi- 
cal iherty (if understood as: the 
reality of free debate on principles 
and policy, and not as the sham of 
factory discussions ‘on mechanics!).

Russians. 


From there they start their 


assaults, sometimes with tanks, sometimes in 
close infantry formation, but preferably the 


first. 


Few haye been willing to believe the reports of the tre- 
mendous Russian casualties but here we see tho 
proof. Scattered over the snowy marshland they lay 
in heaps — bodies which cry out towards heaven 


- against this mad war. 


This is the truth which cannot be 
hidden: entire ranks of Russians 
have fallen o5 they advanced Une 
after line facing the Finnish machine- 
gunners who only commenced firing 
when they knew that no ammunition 
would be wasted. The deod remains 
in “No~Man's-Land"; only the Finns 
have buried some of thelr enemies 
under simple crosses. 

There js a fog over the Karelfan 
Isthmus to-day, the heavy clouds of 
a winters day are hanging low over 
the landscape, and occasional flokes of 
snow are falling. Under cover of the 
mist, some of us have got permission 
to enter the first lines from which tho 
Russians are only 800 metres away. 

A young Finnish machine-gunner 
with his hand on the ammunition belt 
is gazing through the narrow open- 
ing in the machine-gun nest across 
the field of snow. There is not much 
talk, These men in thelr fur caps 
are inen of few words. They only 
know that a mere hesitation of one 
second at the wreng moment moy. 
prove fatal, but they also know that 


.| they have to walt until the enemy is 


dangerously near. 

It must‘be a colossal strain on the 
uerves, but the Finns can stand it. 
They have a complete reliance on 
themselves and on their weapons, and 
tf defend themselves extremely 
well, 


LIKE. DANTE'S “INEERNO” 


“here has becn no attack to-day, 


the ammunition remains in the same 
spot as when they ceased fire Jast 
night, but that does not at all mean 
that it Is quiet. The Russians ‘have 
been shelling since carly morning and 
the roar of the guns can be heard 
continuously, 

It rises and falls from one minute 
to the other,,this chorus from Dante's 
“Inferno.” On the way out we have 
been obliged time and again to throw 
ourselves into the snow, as shells 
burst in the forest and pieces ,of 
shrapnel splintered the tree tops. 

Once a shell, whizzed past in our 
immediate neighbourhood, and we 
picked up a glowing plece of shrap- 
nol and took it along with us, as d 
souvenir, The artillery fire, however, 
is scattered and rather casual. It id 
quite obvious that the Russians are 
not saving thelr ammunition. They 
are shelling. furiously the entirg 
stretch of forest which they know 
contain the defence Ines of the Finns, 
in tho hope that In uny case some hits 
will be scored. 

AN ANTI-TANK POST 

We continue from the machine-gun 
nest. Between the trunks of the trees 
we creep ulong on alt fours in order 
to reach an anti-tank position, Some- 
tlmes we bump against heavy logs of 


‘timber, which support the trenches. 


The air scems to stand still, between 
each explosion from the guns, We 
can distinguish the ‘reply from the 
Finns in between. 

From behind and from allsides we 
can hear the sharp reports os the 
shells leave the guns.. We hear the 
muffled detonations as they strike far 


The artillery of the Finns is very 
weil sighted. They know what their 
alm js, and they have observation 
posts far out In ‘No-Man's-Land,” 
giving them directions, from time to 
time, as occasion demands, 


In tho trenches there are very fow 
men, only lonely centries in the most 
advanced places, standing ready with 
thelr automatic rifles, We reach an 
anti-tank gun in its well camouflaged 
position and here we hear what has 
just happened. Immediately after 
dawn two Russlan tanks of the big- 
gest types — the Stalin type — ad~ 
vanced through the fog. This wea- 
pon, which is the most effective one 
the Russians have, is protected by 
armour capable of withstanding heavy 
guns. The Finns chose to destroy 
them with mines and at exactly the 
correct moment onc of the mince zones 
out in the ficld was sct off The 
tanks came to n sudden standstill 
and remained {in a helpless’ condi- 
tlon, From the Russian side relief 
was immediately sent forward: five 
heavy trucks loaded with Infantry 
soldiers in a column followed by 
tractors, which“ were to tow the 
valuable death-machines back. 

MURDEROUS CROSS-FIRE 

The Finns permitted the soldiers 
to spread out before they opened 
up with a murderous cross-fire from 
elght machine-guns at the same 
time. - Not. ‘one R escaped. 


Once more their tanks advanced, this}: 


time, three of the lighter types. A 
Finnish patrol crept up towards the 
tanks. They carried with them on 
axtremely simple but effective wea- 
pon against tanks, which they them- 
selves have discovered. This is a 
secret which, of course, we are not 
going to disclose. They hid: them- 
selves in a hole and reached their 
alm. All three tanks were hit. 

“WE HAVE NOT ASKED THEM 

“TO COME” 

Already an hour hog passed since 
this happened. The wrecks of the 
tanks remain in the snow. “About 
400 metres in front of us we can 
stil see through our ficld glasses 
that they are black and red ofter 
the fire. Scattered around these 
wrecks we can also see those dread- 
ful gray lumps which only a few 
hours ago represented live human 
beings. Men. from the district of 
Leningrad, from Georgia, from the 
Russian steppes and from remote vil- 
lages, 

The Finns are shaking their heads: 
“We huve not invited them to come,” 
iy the only comment they make. 

As we lie there on our stomach 
looking out over ‘this landscape of 
death, the field telephone rings: five 
Russian tanks are advancing. © 

Quietly the Finnish soldiers pre- 
pare their anti-tank gun for actlon. 
Two men take thelr places with am- 
munition ready at their feet behind 
the steel plates. Ten minutes later 
we perceive the rumbling monsters 
appeurfng.

It should maintain .or- 
der, but: should ‘have ‘the produc- 
tlon. of wealth: and-the -development- 
of progress to the efforts of the in- 
The result was the pro- 
duction of more wealth in a short-, 
er time than ever before—and a 
most remarkable cultural, _ artistic 
nnd scientific development. But: to- 
gcther with much good there came: 
much evil. . . for the wealth pro~ 
duced was unfairly. distributed, and 
the culture was limited to a small 
pereentage of the population. 
To-dny, the tendency fs in the op- 
posite direction. What began as 
social reform has become in many 
countries, and is beeqming in others, 
a complete.. system of socialism. 
While the totalitarian states have 
embraced this system wholchearted- 
ly, other states are definitely moving 
in the same direction, Unfortunately, 
a state of war is invarinbly accom— 
panied by many of the princlpal fea- 
tures.of socialism. Socialism means 
state control and in war. time the 
state fs compelled to exercise -far 
greater control over the lives and 
liberties of the citizens than in time 
of peace. Freedom of speech js lim- 
Ited, freedom of movement is cir- 
cumseribed, rationed {in countless 
other ways . . . tho‘hand of autho- 
rity stretches out Into the home tnd 
habits of the individuals, This can- 
not be avolded, but It should be 
watched jenlously,. and the first op- 
portunity that occurs should be taken 
of removing such’ infringements of 
personal liberty,; and of- restoring 
rights previously recognised. 
Socialism, which is a . stopping- 
place on the road to totalitarianism, - 
threatens both the rights- and the’ 
character of tho individuals, and the: 
wealth and the happiness of tho 
community.. Originating. as it does 
very largely from the Indignation:

One often” reads in the papers—in 
particular in those of conservative 
persunsion—that Hitler and National 
Soclalism arrived -in office by the: 
natural functioning of representative 
institutions, From this statement it 
can easily be deduced that the Na- 
tonal. Soctolist Government and its 
turbulent ‘activity’ are‘purely and 
simply a sequel, of parliamentari- 
onism.-T Vstad “quite recently, in 
a ‘Swiss paper an article, signed . by 
a member of the French Academy, 
asserting that totalitarfanism was the 
natural consequence of democracy 
and that, to ‘save the .pcoples from 
this scourge, a reversion to. monarchy 
wos necessary, 

This reasoning, I think, Is too 
simple. It is true that, National So- 
clalism came into powor.in January 
1933 through the normal functioning 
of the representative system. From 
1930 onwards, the two extremist op~ 
position parties — the Nazis and the 
Communists had constantly increased 
in number in the Reichstag.. Re- 
duced to a. minority, or almost so, 
the Catholic-Socia] Democratic Coall- 


‘| ton, which was attempting to govern 


the ‘Republic, grew weaker and: wea- 
ker... In these circumstances, the 
President of the Republic was in a 
Position to envisage a ministerin} 
combination in which the Nazi Party 
would be represented in proportion 
to its parliamentary strength. Up. to 
this puint the parliamentary system 
worked according to schedule. But 
when the Nazis came into power, 
what was their first actlon? They 
organized General Elections in which, 
howover, they did not secure an 
absolute mojority. True, they en- 
tered Parllament as the most: num- 
ecrous party, but- had with them 
several others which, taken together, 
outnumbered them. Hampered by 
these partners imposed upon -them 
by the working of.the parliamentary 
institutions they expelled from the 
Reichstag first the: Communist mem- 
bers, then the Soclallsts - and. then 
later suppressed. all. the other- par~ 
ties, banned: opposition as a crime 
against the security of the state ond 
abolished all political 
Press, associations etc. ’* _

the people,” a formula which is 
nothing more than a_ bad practical 
joke invented by the violence of 
these systems of oppression; of which 
the people is the Orst victim. . But a 
principle of legaltty, whatever it may 
be, is and should be a serlous mat~ 
that from it is 
derived the right to command. It 
can never be reduced to an. obvious 
fallacy, devised to mask the absence 
of that right. Transformed in this 
way, it results ini the creation of gov-

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times to meet young people who 
have been well educattd, largely ot 
the expense of the state, and who, 
when their education is complete, ex- 
pect that work will be found for 
them, feel sincerely that it fg the 
duty of the state to find such work, 
and all they themselves have todo 
is to awalt orders, There are mony 
young people In Great Britain and 
in the United States who take this 
view. But it - was not 

spirit of that kind which produced 
the wealth and strength of these two 
great countries. Fifty years ago or 
less, every young man knew that ft 
was his own affair to make his way 
in the world, to carve out his fortune 
for himself, to find opportunities, or 
to create them. . 

It was that conviction: that sent 
Englishmen out os travellers all over 
the world and bullt up an Empire 
with possessions in every continent, 
It was: that conviction which in less

the path of snfety and cautlon, . and 
excensive - caution never’ achieved 
smything, It Ia not the fault of 
governments that they are not crea- 
tlve. It is indeed their virtue. If 
they are allowed to unurp the pri- 
viteges of the individual: and still 
abstain—as they must—from taking 
risks, the result will be the end of 
progress and of production. 

Therefore while the war continues, 
the Allies should watch — carofully 
lest whilst defeating the enemy's 
forces they allow his philosophy to 
defent them, They must beware of 
those who are the consclous or un- 
conscious supporters of that philoso- » 
phy and must look for them not ex- 
clusively in ony one “political camp. 
There fs a dic-hard kind of conver- 
sntism which fs all for keeping peo- 
Ple in their proper places, In the 
words of the old hymn:. 

“The rich man Jn his castle, 
The poor man at the gate. . .

MR. WELLS AND THE 
NEW WORLD 


The New World Order. Dy H. G. 
+ Wells, (Secker and Warburg. 6s.) 
(BY HAROLD NICOLSON) 
THs war so far has been largely a 

war of words and-in that respect 
we,are not getting the best of it. It 
is not merely that the “sound” peo- 
pla are generally Inarticulate, where- 
ns the urticulate people are regarded 
as “unsound”, it Is also that verbal 
discretion has become for us, nat 
only the better, but also the larger, 
part of valour. This is going tof be 
y harsh war ‘and we shall have ta 
speak harshly. . 

We cnnnot continue to address the 
wbHe (which is perplexed but virile) 
as if we were addressing a seminary 
for young Indies. Great Britain will 
never be galvanised by the repetl- 
ion of nminble ideas: what she re- 
quires is sharp, hard, true and dls- 
agreeable ictcas, We require grent- 
er outspokenness, 

It Is for thls reason that I wel- 
come Mr. H. G. Wells's "The New 
World Order." It js not that, I agree 
with everything that Mr, Wells ol- 
ways soys; it is thot I always agree 
with the way he makes me think. I 
Uke young minds, And the mind of 
Mr, Wells. ia as young as a primrose 
in the front of March, 
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His argument in this book 1s lucid 
and logical. He agrees that in the 
nineteenth century the system of 
private enterprise and profit worked 
reasonably well. Since 1000, how- 
ever, two fnctors have arisen to up- 
eet this balance. The first factor is 
the Increase In the speed of com- 
munications leading to the abolition 
of distance. The secpnd factor {a the 
“storm of invention” which has pro- 
duced a tremendous Increase in avail- 
able power. These two factors have 
created, on the one- hand a sense of 
congestion, and on the other a shape- 
less mass of unfulfilled desires. The 
effect of this simultancous intensifi- 
cation, and denial, of opportunity Is 
especlally disturbing to the semi- 
educated young who become the vic- 
tlms of false prophets. 

CONSTRUCTIVE REVOLUTION 

In Mr, Wells's view this pressure 
of deep if indefinnble discontent will 
lead. inevitably to a world revolu- 
tlon. The task of those elderly peo- 
ple who do not care overmuch for 
private property but who do ar 
intensely for private liberty, is. 
direct that revolution into ine 
tive rather than destructive chan- 
nels. How is this canalisatlon to be 
accomplished? 

Mr, Wells, in one of the most rol- 


licking indictments in which even he |. 


bas indulged, makes fun and fool- 
ishncss. out of the gospel 
Marx. He Is equally amusing about 
poor Mr. Streit and the © narcotica 
of “Federal Union.” He contends 
that we can only pool such slight 
wisdom as we may possess by the 
wystem of. “open debate.”’ And he 
opens that debate by evolving a trian- 
gular solution of our problem. 

One side of his triangle Is com- 
posed of Socialism, both political 
and economic, or in other words the 
collectivisation of sovereignty and 
resources. Another side is repre- 
sented by knowledge, created by a 
new and far more dynamic spirit in 
education, And as the third side 
we have the Rights of Man, or in 
other words the sort of things which 
Mr, Wells would wish to retain for 
himself. 

The more I read Mr, Wells, the 
more do I come to feel that he dis~ 
likes those who share his views as 
much as he detests those who have 
anticlpated his views. He is always 
secking for bees in other people's 
bonnets without realising that a vast 
bumble bee bombinates in his own. 
It is not always the same bee. This 
time it is the Catholic Church -and 
Lord Lloyd, But there is always o 
bee which interrupts his tune. But 
what a tune it is!, It is a tune which, 
in this muddled age, we should learn 
by heart.

The best thing to do with the vir- 
tues in war-time, I think, is to put 
them away in a safe place, and keep 
them carefully. presorved, so that 
they may remain intact and: reddy 
for use when the war is over.

‘sage of Mr: Winston Churchill, speaking at the 
Free Trade Hall, Manchester, to-day ‘before 
a large and enthusiastic audience. Mr.:Chur- 
chill analysed the chief phases of the war'so 
far, and expressed completest confidence in 


an Allied Victory. . 


As hie rose to speak, Mr. Churchill was given round 
after round of applause: in. what: the Lord 
Mayor of Manchester described as “a recep- 
tion giveri to a good Britisher.’’ 

This Is the fifth month of the war, said Mr. Chur- 
chill, a war against the world’s greatest military 

force and the world’s greatest air power. 


When the war started. !t was ex- 
pected that very soon Britaln’s cities 
would be torn and charred by air 
hombardments, and no.one would 
have thought that he would have 
been able to address such a Jarge 
eathering In one place as he was yes- 
terday. : 

He knew of nothing more remark- 
nble In the history of Britain than 
the willingness displaved by the 
whole mars of the people of Britain 
to face the unknown and whatever 
might. be coming to them In what 
they {elt was the discharge of their 
duty. . 

; There had never been a war in 
which the British people entered 
with such a united conviction that 
they could do nothing else. 

Did Not Falter 

This was not a war planned by a 
government or. a-class or a party. 
Indeed, the Government had Inbour- 
ed for peace until the very end and 
during those last few days the only 
fear of the people was that their gov- 
ernment, overburdened by their 
uwtul responsibility, might fuil to 
thee to.the heights of the occasion, 

But the Prime Minister and his 
Government did not falter in thelr 
decision to enter into the struggle 
against oggression, wrong-doing, 
faithlessness and crucity from which 
there can be no turning-back, 

Moreover, we need not fear thot 
the task we have taken up will be 
too big for us. He could not say 
whether the course of the war would 
be Jong or short, dull and grinding, 
or burst suddenly Into  feroclous 
flame. : 

-But he was -quite sure that the 
British Empire and the French Ro- 
public, once they had got moving — 
and they were on the move —~ would 
be far stronger. together ‘than Hitler 
Germany (applause). 


Hitler’s Boast 


Hitler: had boasted that he hod 
00,000,000 people under his rod — 
but nearly 20,000,000 of these had 
to be forcibly kept down by the 
others (laughter and applause), 

The. Allies had 85,000,000 in their 
homelands and 20,000,000 more in 


the British Dominions whose armies. 


were ‘hastening to the battle-front 
and outside of these were those 
countries of other races which owed 
allegiance, to.the British Crown or 
the'French Republic and who regard 
Nazi-ism oa ‘a deadly menace to 
tholr future progress. ; 

Tie was not-one to under-rate the 
formidable strength of the” enemy 
they were facing, Mr. Churchill con- 
tinued. But he wondered ‘In his 
mind whether or not Imperial: Ger- 
many of 1014 was a stronger com- 
munity than. the Naz! Government 
now confronting the Allies. 

Fifty years of pride and victory, 
of prosperity and wealth lay behind 


the Kaiser’s assaults on Belgium and}. 


France, and the whole German peo- 
ple sprang to arms then ‘with en- 
thusiasm ahd ardour. : 


To The Proof |

By 
means of every form of oppression, 
the Nazis showed their intention of 
destroying the Czech nation, filnging 


‘thousands into concentration camps. 


The University of Prague, founded 
In 1348, was the first university in 
Central Europe. Ita books and 
Ubraries had been pillaged or des- 
troyed, the “works of its national 
leaders removed from the libraries, 
over 2,000 newspapers nnd pertodi- 
cals had been: suppressed, promin- 
ent leaders, artists and professors 
had been hurled into concentration 
camps, public administratfona “had 
been thrown into chaos, and food-and 
every useful article taken Into Ger- 
many by organized brigandage. 


New Slavery 


Thousands of workinen had been 
ted into a new slavery, to’ be tolled 
fo denth in Germany. 

This nation was writhing in 
agony, but he could nssure his Hsten~ 
ers that every day atrocitics worse 
than those he had spoken of were 
being committed in Poland, 

Tn German-occupied Poland, the 
Nezis were trying to end: the race 
by striking at random, 


He spoke of an instance early, in 


the war when the Germans decided 
to Bhoot 35 Poles for some imngin- 
ary .offence or. other. © Wher they 


inustered them together, they found}. 


they had only 34; they made up the 
deficiency by including in that num- 
ber the first Pole they came across. 
Later, they made a more careful 
hunt for the leaders of the Poles. 
He went on to describe sothe of the 
atrocities mentioned ‘in the broadcast 
over the Vatican City radio on Jun- 
uary 22, which obtained its Informa— 
tlon from unimpeachable ’ sources. 
In conclusion, he called on’ every- 
one to go on with thelr’ work — 
ploughing their lands, building ships, 
guording the sens, fighting battles, 
succouring wounded, and so on — 
until freedom und justice was re- 
stored to Europe. ‘ : 


Right Wil. Win 
Earller in his speech Mr, Chure 
chill, sald that none knew the 
course the war would take.: : :
